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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

It is unclear what material applicant is trying to claim by " EPDM". Specification also is 
unclear on the terminology. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Tuoriniemi 
(6444307). 

Tuoriniemi (figure 1 lc) shows a method of rolling a membrane sheet having a seam tape 
(22a, 34) applied along one edge of the membrane sheeting comprising folding a second edge 
(where 22b is) of the membrane sheeting over upon itself to form a folded sheet wherein the 
second edge does not overlie any area of the membrane sheeting having seam tape adhered 
thereto, rolling the membrane sheeting (figure 3), the seam tape is on a first surface of the 
membrane sheeting and the second edge of the membrane sheeting is folded onto the first 
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surface, the seam tape is on a first surface of the membrane and the second edge of the 
membrane is folded onto a second surface of the membrane sheeting, the sheeting is EPDM. 

Conclusion
